Butter and eggs, thoso two Btaplo artl-tt- n

f the produce market which aro
subject to the most frequent fluctuations
of price and therefore arc mora carefully
watched by the vigilant housewife than
more unwavering- - articles, have taken de-

cided drop In value during tho last week
and therefore have filled both tho retail
salesmen and tho consumers with thank
fulness. Egg, which sold a week ago
for 33 cents a dozen are now selling for
SO cents, while butter, which sold for V,

cenU a week ago, Is now selling for 31

cent.
The open season wasftoo much for the

mother hen and she Is low laying cgg
regularly and abundantly. Thus the prlca
Instantly dropped S cents n doxen and
dealers anticipate further drops.

The open season also has been respon-
sible In a large way for tho decreasa In
tho price of butter. During the last few
weeks butter from Denmark and New
Zealand has been pouring. Into this coun-
try and has been distributed freely. As
a result tho price of creamery butter
could not remain at tho top position It
has been occupying. Ilutter Is also likely
to drop with the advance of time.

Al King, manager of Haydcn'a grocery
department, coincides with other retail-
ers that the price will contlnuo to fall.

"Open season will bring both eggs and
butter down, while tho foreign butter I

will force tho price of that article down.
The foreign butter Is good quality, too,
and will make domestic manufacturers
turn out superior grades to withstand
the competition."
